WASHINGTON, — Sorhewhere 
in ‘this land is a retiréd con- 
struction engineer the rest of us 
must regard as an elderly thief. 

In his youth he spent the year, 
1898,-in the army. Then he spent 
his working life in the construc- 
tion business, and not long ago 
pene > he came 
down with 
an illness not 
evenly 
remotely con- 
nected with 
his mili- 
tary service 
in the gay 
nineties. 

Upon swearing that he was un- 
able to pay for treatment, he 
spent, at the expense of the rest 
of us, 25 days in a veterans’ 
hospital. Investigation then re- 
vealed that he owned property 
valued at $507,670 and that his 
income still was $21,719 a year. 
Makes me unhappy just to think 
about him. 

I’m sadder still because the 
Veterans’ Administration and 
the House Veterans Committee 
chose to keep his name secret. 
I think he deserves the opportun- 
ity to make a public explanation. 
A few others also might search 
their consciences. 

Free Patients 

Eight free patients of. the Ve- 
terans’ Hospitals—including two 
merchants, a retired clerk, a re- 
tired doctor, a farmer, a_but- 
cher and one citizen who whim- 
sically listed himself as ‘‘unem- 
ployed’’—turned out to own real 
estate, stock and bonds and other 
properties ranging in value from 
$103,734 to $156,232. 

Thirty - eight more receiving 
medical treatment on the cuff 
were worth between $50,000 and 
$190,000 each. Numerous others, 
including an official of the Post- 
office Department and a= sur- 
geon of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration itself had incomes of bet- 
ter than $10,000 a year.

Chiseling Doctors 

While Chairman Olin E. Tea- 
gue (D.,Tex.) of the House Ve- | 
terans Committee was about it, | 
he asked the Veterans Bureau 
to come up with the facts of | 
chiseling doctors and dentists. 

There weren’t many of these, 
considering the size of the Vete- 
rans’ medical program, but the 
nameless medicos on the lists 
had methods which were unique, 
indeed. 

In Arkansas, for instance, a 
dentist charged his Uncle Sam 
$142.50 for false teeth he made 
for a veteran, and from the lat- 
ter he collected another $142.50. 
Another dentist in Chicago sent 
in a bill for $61 for work he 
didn’t do. A Des Moines, TIa., 
doctor charged $28 for making 
seven home calls on a veteran, 
who just happened to be in Ore- 
gon at the time. 

Kickback 

A Detroit father took his men- 
tally ill son to a doctor, who re- 
ferred him to a psychiatrist. The 
mental doc collected $200 front 
him and kicked back $130 to the 
medical doc for sending the busi- 
ness. Part of the bill already 
had been paid by the govern- 
ment. 

Scores of dentists around the 
land stuck their Uncle Sam for 
extra fees of $3 and $7 and $12 
and thereby ran the risk of crim- 
inal prosecution. Most of them 
were reprimanded and kept on 
the rolls after promising not to 
cheat again. 

In nearly every case these saw- 
bones and teeth-pullers blamed 
their office girls for making mis- 
takes. Not once, apparently, did 
one of these girls make a mis- 
take in favor of the taxpayers. 

The cases listed ran into seve- 
ral hundred, and dismal reading 
they made. Only pleasing thing 
was that the medicos involved 
ran into only a small percentage 
of the many thousands who have | 
taken on work for the Veterans’ | 
Administration.

THE “NEEDS CLAUSE” 

Why does the so-called “Needs Clause’ 
apply only to benefits for veterans? This 
enigma has been a puzzle to the vetéran | 
and his friends in Congress for many | 
years. 
The law requires the veteran to show 
need when he applies for a pension or | 
for admittance into a veterans’ hospital. 
To be entitled to a pension, the aging | 
World War I veteran must establish that 
his income does not exceed $1,400 per 
year if single or not more than $2,700 if 
married or with dependents. To gain ad- 
mission to a veterans’ hospital for treat- 
ment he must sign a so-called “pauper’s 
oath” which states that he is not finan- 
cially able to pay for treatment. 
Contrast this situation with others in 
which the Federal Government plays the 
part of Santa Claus. Two incidents in 
the past month tell the story most effec- 
tively. 


Early in January, newspapers carried 

a story which stated that soil bank pay- | 

ments of about $2,000 had been paid to 

President Eisenhower's Gettysburg farm 

in the past two years for taking wheat | 

and corn acreage out of production, 
Just this week, the papers across the | 
eountry carried another example of | 

Uncle Sam's largess with no questions | 

asked as to need. Senator Williams, of | 

Delaware, disclosed that the former own- 

ers of the famous race horse, Swaps, had | 

received substantial benefits from. the 
drought relief program for a ranch op- 
erated in Oklahoma. 

President Eisenhower is reputed to be | 
a rich man, Insofar as needing the 
amounts paid from the soil bank fund, | 
the President, of course, did not actually 
need the money. Rex Ellsworth, former | 
owner of Swaps, is also. not exactly in | 
poorhouse circumstances, with Swaps |} 
having won over $600,000 during his last | 
year of racing. Both President Eisen- 
hower and Ellsworth were strictly with- 
“in their rights under the law in accepting 
the payments from the Government. 
They qualified under the provision of the | 
law with no questions asked as to need. 

These are but two of thousands of 
instances where the taxpayers’ money is 
doled out with no questions asked as to 
the need of the participating parties. 

Nearly all of the Nation’s. airlines, its | 
railroads, the steamship lines, the farm- 
ers and many “other industries receive 
subsidies in some form from the Federal 
Government. Hundreds of wealthy ab- 
sentee landlords are the recipients of | 
farm subsidies. Certainly they do rot 
have to make any showing of need to in- 
sure payment for their participation in 
the farm program. 

Why, then, must veterans forego their 
pride and humbly ask their Government 
for assistance and be eligible for such 
aid only when they have proven. them- 
Selves to be in the pauper class. 

The following quotation has just come 
across our desk and it seems particularly 
appropriate at this time “Our Govern- 
ment may not owe the veterans a living 
but it does owe its life to the veteran.”

© On the basis of public remarks, 
the Eisenhower administration is 
expected to ask more money for de- 
fense by cutting back farm aid, vet- 
erans’ benefits and other domestic 
programs. 

There will be relatively little pro- 
test generally if farm aid and do- 
mestic programs are slashed, but 
any tampering with veterans’ bene- 
fits will raise a storm and justifi- 
ably so. It is ironical that the men 
who sacrificed so much already for 
their country should now be asked 
to give more for defense. Wasn't 
their blood enough to shed? How 
low can Washington stoop? 

Economy is highly desirable, but 
not at the expense of the men who 
gave unsparingly of themselves for 
the preservation of the American 
way of life and the cause of free- 
dom. If there is to be economy, let 
it be practiced in other directions. 

The cheers and applause for the 
nation’s heroes, as well as the 
words of praise, will be empty ges- 
tures if America knifes its defenders 
in the back while pouring out bil- 
lions to foreigners. This is hypoc- 
risy at its worst. It is not in keeping 
with the American tradition of fair 
play, to say nothing of gratitude. 

The alternative, we have been 
told, is to impose higher taxes or 
let the budget slip out of balance. 
Why not a compromise? Cut every- 
thing to the bone except veterans’ 
benefits and impose new taxes, if 

necessary, to make up the deficit.

The Congressman in 
this way brought to the attention 
of the U. S. Congress the need for 
relief for the aged and needy vet- 
erans of World War I. Van Zandt, 
a three-time national commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
told Members of the Congress that 
Commander Brake’s statement say- 
ing that from his own personal ex~- 
perience as veterans’ service officer 
in Illinois, he knew that many 
World War I veterans who die each 
day were in need of medical care, 
food and clothing, could be con- 
firmed by hundreds of service offi- 
cers thruout the Nation. 

For the benefit of our readers, 
we are printing below the full text 
of Congressman Van Zandt’s state- 
ment, 


‘Mr. Speaker: 

“On Thursday, April 7, 1958, 
Lewis Brake, the national com- 
mander of the Veterans of World 
War I, in a speech at Lima, Ohio, 
stated: ‘The Government may not 
owe every veteran a living, but it 
does owe its life to the veteran.’

who die each day were in need of 
medical care, food and clothing, 


Can Be Confirmed 


“Mr. Speaker, Commander 
Brake’s statement can be confirmed 
by hundreds of service officers 
thruout the Nation who have first- 
hand observation of the economic 
plight of the vast majority of the 
remaining 2,900,000 veterans of 
World War I whose average age is 
nearly 65 years. In addition Com- 
mander Brake’s statement reveals 
that those veterans who are alive 

ut of the 4,744,000 Americans who 

hed’ in World War I are truly 
the forgotten veterans of the Na- 
tion. They are forgotten because 
this Congress and many previous 
Congresses have taken no action on 
numerous bills providing for pen- 
sions similar to those paid to the 
veterans of the Spanish-American 
War. 

“Mr. Speaker, in revealing the 
economic plight of the World War 
I veteran as he advances in years, 
it should not be forgotten that upon 
discharge he received a $60 separa- 
tion allowance for the purpose of 
purchasing a suit of civilian clothes 
and an overcoat, 

“Later the World War I veteran

we of the A.E.F. were foot-slogging

The 
concentrated food packets and “K-Rations” 
of a later day were unknown to us. 

Green troops joining front-line outfits 
had little of the primary training afforded 
by the basic camps of World War II and 
Korea. Indeed, a lot of raw replacements 
went into action without fully understand- 
ing the weapons they used. Many of us re- 
ceived our baptism of fire under the ter- 
rible, searing blasts of mustard gas or 
phosgene—a terrifying experience fortu- 
nately spared the younger veterans of today. 

Yet, as green as we were, we made leg- 
ends of which we will always be proud. 
We were the first Americans of an expedi- 
tionary force to fight in Europe. Our “Rock 
of the Marne” 3rd Division is credited with 
having saved Paris in its darkest hour. We 
turned back the crack Hun “pros” at Can- 
tigny, along the Marne and the Vesle, at St. 
Mihiel and in the bitter hand-to-hand fight- 
ing in the Argonne. We hiked into Ger- 
many after the Armistice, the first American 
Army of Occupation in Germany, the first 
Yanks to reach the Rhine. Lest we forget, 
hear now a few exploits of these heroic 
Yanks of yesteryear. 


@ A convoy of ammunition lorries of the 
2nd Ammunition Train, 2nd Division, 
was rumbling through Beaumont, France, 
early on the morning of Novy. 9, 1918, en 
route to the nearby front. In charge of 
the convoy was Sergeant Arthur L. 
Walters of Company B in that “Indian 
Head” outfit. Just as the convoy was 
about to clear the town it was struck by 
a terrific enemy artillery barrage. One 
of the trucks was set ablaze immediately. 
Sgt. Walters was knocked out of his ve- 
hicle but immediately recovered himself. 
He waved the convoy on to safety, then 
rushed to the burning ammo truck, With 
utter disregard for his own safety, he 
leaped into the truck and drove it off the 
road to a spot where it did not endanger 
the rest of the column. He then turned a 
hand extinguisher on the vehicle in time 
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to save it from exploding. For his daring 
feat Sgt. Walters was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross. 


@ At the height of the violent action in 
which the 28th “Keysténe” Division was 
engaged near Fismes, on Aug. 28, 1918, 
the enemy suddenly laid down a searing, 
widespread attack of mustard gas.

For two days and 
nights he remained at his post under ter- 
rific fire, repairing telephone lines rip- 
ped by the German shelling. Norris’s de- 
votion to duty made possible vital com- 
munication with advanced observation 
posts. For his unflinching heroism he was 
decorated with the DSC. 


@ It was hot and heavy action for the 
5th and 6th Marines, 2nd Division, at 
Mont Blane Ridge during the first two 
weeks of Oct., 1918. Among the many 
“Leathernecks” who distinguished them- 
selves in that long engagement was Private 
John J. Kelly, 78th Company, 6th Regi- 
ment. Kelly won the Medal of Honor for 
heroic action on the morning of Oct. 3, 
when he volunteered to put an enemy 
machine gun nest out of action. Kelly ran 
forward alone more than 100 yards, 
through our own artillery barrage and in- 
tense enemy fire, to attack the German 
pillbox.

An organization of World 
War I veterans dedicated 
to winning federal $100 per 
month pensions for ex- 


servicemen of the 1917-18 
conflict opened a four-day 
state convention in San 
Jose yesterday. 

More than 1,000 delegates 
from throughout the state 
are expected to be in at- 
tendance at the 9:30 a.m. 
joint opening session of the 
Veterans of World War I 
and Auxiliary in Civic Audi- 
torium. 


The organization, now 
claiming 140,000 mem- 
bers in 43 states, was 
started six years ago in 
Oregon. California  fol- 
lowed quickly and now 
has 15,000 enrolled mem- 
bers, largest of any state 
group. 

Charles Riggio, of San 
Jose, general chairman of 
the convention, explained 
the purposes of the rela- 
tively new ex-servicemen’s 
organization. 

“The main objective of 
our organization is to sup- 
port federal legislation for 
a pension of $100 a month 
for World War I veterans, 
disregarding income limi- 
tations,” Riggio said.

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ERE’S THE new pension picture 
in a nutshell! 

First, it has nothing to do with serv- 
ice-connected compensation. It con- 
cerns nonservice-connected pensions 
only. 

Second, it does not go into effect 
until July 1, 1960. 


Veterans, widows and orphans now 
on the pension rolls, or coming on the 
rolls before that date, will be allowed 
to choose the present system or the 
new pension plan-—-whichever they 
prefer. The VA will help them make 
that choice by sending them a form to 
be filled out. They will receive this 
form automatically; writing to the VA 
will not speed things up.. 

If you are a veteran, the require- 
ments haven’t changed. You still must 
have 90 days of wartime service, dis- 
charge other than dishonorable, and be 
totally and permanently disabled for 
reasons not related to service. 

But the amount of pension will be 
based on your financial need. 


Under the present system, an annual 
income limitation was set at $1400 for 
single veterans and $2700 for veterans 
with one or more dependents. But the 
amount of pension remains the same 
for each class—$66.15 per month until 
the veteran reaches 65 years of age or 
has been on the pension rolls ten years. 
After that it jumps to $78.75 per 
month. 

Under the new law. effective next 
July 1, a payment of $85 per month 
will go to a veteran without depen- 
dents if his annual income does not 
exceed $600. This payment drops to 
$70 per month if his annual income 
is between $600 and $1200. It drops 
further to $40 per month for single 
veterans whose income lies between 
$1200 and $1800 and ceases entirely 
over $1800. 


Veterans with one dependent are 
similarly scaled: one dependent $90 
per month with income not over $1000; 
$75 with income between $1000 and 
$2000, and a lowest payment of $45 
per month with income between $2000 
and $3000. 


Veterans with two dependents will 
receive $95 per month and those with 
three or more dependents will receive 
$100 per month if their incomes are 
under $1000 a year, but above $1000 
the payments are the same as for the 
veteran with one dependent. 


The present law provides total pay- 
ment monthly of $135.45 for those 
helpless veterans requiring regular 
aid and attendance when they are not 
in a VA hospital or domiciliary. The 
new law will add $70 a month to their 
basic pension payment for aid and at- 


tendance under the same circum- 
stances. 

If you are} widow, the basic’ re-— 
quirements for pension eligibility will 
be changed as of July 1, 1960. The 
present law requires that widows of 
World War II and Korean conflict vet- 
erans must submit evidence that the 
veteran had a service-connected dis- 
ability. After July 1, 1960, the widows 
merely have to submit proof that the 
veteran was in active war service for 
90 days or more and that he was dis- 
charged under other than dishonor- 
able conditions. 


World War I widows have always 
had only this simple active duty re- 
quirement. 

Briefly, a childless owidew on the 
present pension rolls receives $50.40 
per month if her income is not over 
$1400. With a minor child, or children, 
her income may be as much as $2700 
per year. The widow with one child re- 
ceives $63 and there is $7.56 provided 
for each additional child. 


Coming on the rolls after July 1. 
1960, a childless widow will receive 
$60 per month if her annual income is 
not more than $600; $45 per month 
with an annual income between $600 
and $1200: and $25 a month with an 
annual income between $1200 and 
$1800. 


A widow with one child, under the 
new law, will receive $75 a month if 
her annual income is not more than 
$1000; $60 per month with an annual 
income of between $1000 and $2000, 
and $40 a month if her annual income 
is between $2000 and $3000. An extra 
$15 a month is paid in all instances for 
each additional child. 


Tf you are an orphan, the present in- 
come limitation is $1400 per year and 
pensions amount to $27.30 a month for 
one orphan, $40,95 for two; $54.60 a 
month for three and an extra $7.56 for 
each additional orphan. 


Under the new pension plan, or- 
phans will be eligible for pensions if 
their outside income is not more than 
$1800 a year, not counting their own 
earnings. Pensions will be $35 per 
month for one orphan and an extra 
$15 per month for each additional or- 
phan. 


Stressing these highlights, VA of- 
ficials point out that the working de- 
tails have been omitted for the sake of 
brevity. The Veterans Administration 
has requested that no one write to the 
agency to further add to the workload 
of putting the new system into opera- 
tion. All those now on the rolls will 
be notified by the VA and all new 
cases applying or coming on the rolls 
will be handled individually.

HEY WERE THE begrimed, unshaven scouts | 

of the advance patrol of Colonel “Wild Bill” | 

Leary’s 358th Infantry, 90th Division, 
American Expeditionary Forces. 

As they scurried over the swaying pontoon bridge 

across the swollen, murky Meuse River in the early 
morning mists of November 10, 1918. a tall Texan 
paused a brief second. The scout erinned down at 
the huddled “hairy engineers” who had thrown that 
bridge across the Meuse only a‘short time before. 
“Hey, Jayhawkers, where are your doughboys ?” 
The men of the 314th Engineers, 89th Division, 
erinned back at the scout’s taunt. “Getting all set to 
leapfrog yuh to the Rhine, cowboy!” 

It was in the classic tradition. this friendly ribbing 
between men of the two sister divisions. The 89th 
and 90th had fought the Germans almost shoulder to 
shoulder at St. Mihiel; and now, in the final staces 

of the Meuse-Argonne offensive, they were still hat. 
€ tling side by side. Crack outfits both, the 89th and 

90th were to become the only National Army di- 
visions named as units of the elite American Army 
of Occupation of Germany. 

At the moment, advance elements of the two di- 
visions were struggling forward for an important po- 
sition held in strength by the enemy: Stenay, This 
was a key town on the Meuse, just south of strategic 
Sedan, toward which the old pros of the Ist Division 


When the armistice brought a halt to hostilities. 
Stenay suddenly became more than just the final tar- 
cet of the 89th and 90th. Attained and secured before 
the fateful hour of 11 a.m., November 11, it signified 
the high-water mark of the Meuse-Argonne drive. 
the easternmost point gained by our fighting forces 
in World War I. 

At 0230 on 26 September. massed American and 
French artillery, almost hub to hub behind nine Yank 
divisions poised for the jump-off, began laying down 
a withering shellfire on the enemy lines from St. 


Thomas to Regneville. 
For three solid hours gunners fed their smoking 
75’s and 155’s. Then, at the synchronized zero hour 
of 0530, the gunsights were raised to a covering 
barrage as our doughboys went up and over to 5 
launch the Meuse-Argonne offensive, the Sunday 
punch which was to kayo the enemy. 
The 4th Division led off. storming over the top 
and across shell-pitted No Man’s Land in the muck 
and rain toward the German machine gun nests and 
artillery positions on the Montfaucon plateau. 
To the left of the Ivymen were New York’s 77th, 
far out on the flank below St. Thomas; then, in or- 
der, were Pennsylvania’s Iron Men of the 28th; the 
Missouri-Kansas 35th; the rangy Far Westerners of 
the 91st; Ohio’s Buckeye 37th, and the Lorraine | 
Cross 79th. On the 4th’s right at the jump-off were. 


and the battle-hardened 42nd “Rainbow” Division 
were also racing, driving the Germans before them.

right flank on the Regneville pivot, the 
Prairie 33rd from Chicago and down- 
state Illinois. 

Of these nine A.E.F. divisions, five 
were getting their baptism of heavy com- 
bat fire: the 35th, 91st, 37th, 79th and 
80th. Each of those so-called “green” 
outfits proved up in action, however, and 
acquitted itself with high honor. 

In the subsequent six weeks of bitter 
fighting, several of the nine divisions 
jumping off in that dark, dank dawn of 
September 26 became so badly mauled 
by the intense enemy resistance that they 
had to be relieved by other A.E.F. di- 
visions, including the Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 
5th of Regular Army composition; the 
National Guard 26th, 32nd and 42nd; 
and the National Army 82nd, 89th and 
90th. 

All of these relieving divisions, except 
the 32nd, had been engaged in heavy 
action at St. Mihiel in mid-September. 
The Michigan-Wisconsin 32nd, though 
not at St. Mihiel, had been engaged in 
hard fighting at Chemin des Dames and 
at Juvieny and, at the outset of the 
Meuse-Argonne drive, was being refitted 
and reinforced with sorely needed re- 
placement troops. 

Before moving up with the nine di- 
visions of the jump-off and briefly cit- 
ing their gains, let’s consider the “lay of 
the land,” the dismal terrain of the sec- 
tors. 

It was like the Wilderness of Civil War 
fame except that in the Argonne there 
were many dominant rises—such as 
Montfaucon—and_ several cotes (high 
hills) which had been held by the enemy 


_ 
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for almost a year. From these heights the 
Germans could, and did, pour down a 
deadly, pinpoint fire. Another physical 
handicap was the nearly pathless, im- 
penetrable forest itself, with its innum- 
erable slashes of thick ravines, swampy 
morasses and hogback cuts. 

Then, too, there was the rain. The 
seemingly constant, chilly downpour, 
hour after hour, day after day, almost 
without let-up, further hampered the 
Yanks’ advance and stymied the val- 
iant efforts of the S.0.S. to bring up 
supplies and ammunition. No man who 
wears the Meuse-Argonne clasp on his 
World War I Victory Medal will ever 
forget the physical hazards of that sorry 
piece of French real estate any more than 
he will ever forget the many bloody 
engagements of that last bitter drive. 

And now, let us look at the records of 
the A.E.F. divisions which, at one time 
or another, participated in this Meuse- 
Argonne offensive, the drive that brought 
the enemy down. Of course, it is impossi- 
ble to recount in detail the day-by-day 
battle log of the several divisions. It must 
suffice to briefly cite the highlights only. 
from that authoritative War Department 
publication “Order of Battle, Land Fore- 
es, American Expeditionary Forces.” 

77th Divi 

The men from the sidewalks of New 
York jumped into the Argonne between 
the Aisne and the Aire rivers. Their in- 
itial progress was comparatively slow be- 
cause of the terrain and the terrific en- 
emy fire, but by September 29 the 77th 
overcame a German stronghold in a ra- 
vine and slogged on into Binarville. In 
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the next week the New Yorkers fought 
forward at the good rate of almost two 
kilometers a day. French forces on the 
left, however, had been pinned down and 
the division had to dig in for a few days 
at Le Chene Tondu. 

It was shortly after this that the 77th 
gained immortal fame as a result of its 
“Lost Battalion” stand in a ravine just 
east of Charlesvaux. On the night of Oc- 
tober 2, six companies of the 308th In- 
fantry, one company of the 307th Infan- 
try and a platoon of the 306th Machine 
Gun Battalica penetrated deep into the 
enemy lines and soon found themselves 
completely surrounded. For five terrible 
days and nights the New Yorkers were in 
dire straits, under constant fire from all 
sides. Their food gave out along with 
their ammunition and medical supplies. 
They were hourly called upon to sur- 
render “with honor” but, as did later- 
day Yanks at Bastogne, scornfully re- 
fused. At long last other units of the 77th, 
with reinforcements from the 28th and 
82nd, broke through and rescued the 194. 
survivors of the original 600-man force. 

28th Division 

The Iron Men, straddling the Aire, 
stormed Cote Perrieres, Varennes and La 
Forge. The stiff enemy resistance at Le 
Chene Tondu and Chatel Chehery cost 
the Pennsylvanians dear, and, on October 
19, they had to be relieved. But, within a 
week, the 28th was back in the thick of 
it, taking Thiacourt and Jaulny. 

35th Division 

The Missouri-Kansas men quickly 
took the Vauquois heights, cleared Bois 
ssignol and assisted the 28th in taking 
at was left of eutted Varennes. Chep- 

Very and Charpentry fell in quick 
sttccession and patrols entered Exermont. 
At that strong point the Germans held 
fast, counter-attacked in force and in- 
flicted such heavy losses on the division 
that it had to be relieved by the Ist Di- 
vision. At the time of its relief the 35th 
had lost almost half its jump-off strength, 
but the green troops had indeed proved 
themselves soldiers. 

91st Division 

Advancing through thick woods and 
in the face of intense enemy fire, the Far 
Westerners slugged their way through 
Cheppy, Malancourt, the lateral Ravin 
Lai Fuon and Bethincourt. They took 
Epinonville in the tangled underbrush of 
Bois Cierges, and had gained the out- 
skirts of Gesnes before the division, thin- 
ned terribly by casualties, had to be 
pulled out of action. Less than two weeks 
later. however, the 91st was on the line 
in the epic Lys-Scheldt offensive in Bel- 
atm. 


~ 37th Division 


The Buckeyes had patrols in  shell- 
swept Montfaucon by noon of September 
27, and took Ivoiry the following day. 
Within sight of the major goal of the 
week, Cierges, the Ohioans were hit by 
one of the most devastating gas attacks 
of World War I. Nevertheless, advance 
patrols of the 37th were inside Cierges 
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when the division was relieved by the 
32nd and ordered back to refit and ac- 
quire replacements in order to join the 
91st in Belgium. 
79th Division 
The men from the Maryland “terrapin 
country” and the District of Columbia 
played a double-header in the Meuse- 
Argonne. In their first stage of this ac- 
tion, they took Haucourt, Bois Cuisy and 
Nantillois. Badly cut up, the 79th was 
then relieved by the 3rd Division. Late 
in October the Lorraine Cross men were 
back in, striking hard through Grande 
Montagne to take Hill 376, Damvillers 
and Wavreville. 
4th Division 
Well seasoned in action along the 
Marne in July, this old, Regular Army 
outfit advanced more than six kilometers 
in its first 24 hours to take Brieulles, 
where the Ivymen were opposed by vet- 
eran German shock troops of the Ist 
Guards Division. The crack Prussians 
had orders to hold the important Kriem- 
hilde-Stellung line at all costs, but the 
Ith charged up the steep incline to pene- 
trate that vaunted strong point. In break- 
ing this line, however, the 4th sustained 
so many losses that it had to be relieved. 
80th Division 
Under terrific enemy fire, the Blue Ridge 
outfit advanced some ten kilometers in 
two days, by-passing Bethincourt to take 
Ouisy. Pulled out of the line in mid- 
October to recoup severe losses, the 80th 


é

was back in action on the night of Oc- 
tober 29 to take the important cross- 
roads at St. Georges-St. Juvin. In the 
next five days of hard fighting the Moun- 
taineers made the splendid record of 
gaining more than 24 kilometers, but 
again they suffered such heavy man- 
power losses that they had to be relieved. 
33rd Division 

To this day, A.E.F. veterans of the 
Prairie Division will shudder at the 
thought of “Dead Man’s Hill.” At the 
point of the bayonet, finally, the Illinois 
doughs took Mont Mort Homme from the 
stubbornly resisting, heavily reinforced 
9th Landwehr. Then, swinging down the 
right flank pivot which it held, the 33rd 
swept far down the east bank of the 
Meuse, taking six enemy prisoners for 
each Prairie man lost. What’s more, in 
this brilliant sweep the division captured 
a German engineer depot, some 30 pieces 
of artillery, nearly 100 machine guns and 
—its supreme prize—an entire section of 
enemy light railway operating in the 
Troyon-sur-Meuse sector. 

Relieving Divisions 

The Ist, with the Rainbow 42nd, was 
fast closing in on historic Sedan on No- 
vember 7 when the two American outfits 
were ordered to dig in and await French 
troops. Sentiment was involved here, for 
it was at Sedan that the French had suf- 
fered their deepest ignominy in capitulat- 
ing to the Prussians in 1870. For reasons

Under the amendment to section 542 of title 38, United States ' 


Code, the monthly rate payable for one child where there is no 
widow entitled to death pension under section 541 has been in- 
creased from $35 to $38. This Act also removes the requirement 
that a child, as a condition of continuing death pension payments, 
file annual‘income and net worth questionnaires. In other words. 
after the ‘initial award of pension to the child or children. the 
Veterans Administration will no longer furnish them with an an- 
nual income: questionnaire.

(c) Combined earned and unearned income—all of her 
earned income is excluded and to find the amount of unearned 
income to be counted, subtract $1200 from her unearned in- 
come. The difference, if any, will be counted. 


Another point is, in the past, in claiming exemptions of in- 
come, it has been necessary to produce statements. copies of 
bills paid, and so forth. This requirement has now been elimi- 
nated and the statement of the applicant will be accepted.

COMPUTATION OF INCOME FOR PROTECTED PENSION 
PURPOSES (OLD PART It]) AS AMENDED BY P. L. 88-664 


1. This has reference to those pensioners who are receiving 
the protected pension and have maintained their entitlement by 
waiving a portion of their Civil Service retirement annuity, and 
who now wish to take advantage of the 10 per centum exclusion 
granted effective Jan. 1, 1965, by P. L. 88-664. The exclusion is 
to be allowed on the actual amount being received after any 
waiver. 

2. In order that the pensioner may receive full benefit of the 
exclusion by way of an increase in the annuity, the adjustment in 
his annuity should be effected early enough to be reflected in the 
annuity payment for December 1964 which is received in January 
1965 and is reported for that calendar year. We have found that 
if the Civil Service-Commission is furnished the amount that may 
not be exceeded in a calendar year, they will make the necessary | 
adjustments. This is a surer method than only furnishing the 
Civil Service Commission the monthly amount by which the an-' 
nuity is to be reduced or increased.

He wasn’t long in Savanna, 
however, for duty was calling 
in Cuba. He didn’t fire a shot

“They (the Cubans) wanted 
to see us, to know we were 
there. It made them happy.” 

Did he ever meet Teddy 
Roosevelt, the future U.S.
